Fascism Survives in 


If anyone had hoped that Fascism was 
a dead issue, except in Spain, that hope 
would have been blasted by the attempt 
of the Louisiana legislature to impose a 
muzzle on the press. 

Louisiana officials, it will be recalled, 
recently tried to pass a bill limiting the 
journalistic right of protest and criticism. 
The measure evoked such a storm of news- 
paper defiance that the little Hitlers in 
the state got nervous and called the whole 
thing off. 

But such recurrences of the Fascist 
tendency are disturbing. 

It must be admitted that Louisiana 
has displayed these vestigial indications 
of totalitarianism ever since the infamous 
reign of the late Huey Long. 

Indeed, the Fascist activities of Huey 


' Bible’s Best Loved 


The peculiar power of Jesus of 
Nazareth to drive home His teachings with 
stories as commonplace and as potent as 
a thunderbolt is illustrated in the Gospels 
no more vigorously than in the parable of 
the lost sheep. 

“What man of you,” asked Jesus 
“having an hundred sheep, if he lose one 
of them, doth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it? And when 
he hath found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 
home, he calidth-together his friends and 
neighbors, saying unto them, Rejoice 
with me, for I have found my sheep which 
was lost.” 

There is no parable in the Bible which 
is loved more dearly than this.simple story 
of the lost sheep. 

And it is beloved because there is not 
one of us who, in some one sense, at least, 
is not. lost. We are separated from our 
fellows, perhaps by illness, perhaps by 
habits of life, or perhaps merely by time 
and space. 

But we all have our secret loneliness 
and this loneliness has come to be the 
most dreaded thing in human life. 

And because it is the most dreaded 
thing, human nature reacts most power-

fully when someone is lost. 

Let a child be lost in the plains or 
the forest and thousands of people 
gather around to search for it. There is 
nothing so fine in human nature as the 
profound instinct to go out to seek that 
which is lost. 

The greatest loneliness, of course, is 
not to be separated from one’s fellows, 
but to be separated from God, to be cut 
off, by one’s own indifference, from Him 
who is the source of all light and love. 

And this parable teaches that God, 
too, in the vast reaches of His limitless 
heaven, is lonely for us, 

So when one of us is lost, as we are 
all lost in some way or another, His love 
stretches out to the ends of the world to 
gather us in. And when He finds us “there 
is joy in the presence of the angels of 
God.” 

This is the most tender feature of 
God's love. It is a searching love. And it 
reveals a divine nature that is desperately 
hungry for the souls of men. 

This is the very essence of the meaning 
of Christ’s birth among men, of His 
death upon the Cross and His Resurrection 
from the dead, that, like the shepherd, 
God goes out after the one sheep that is 
lost until He finds it.

Auto Insurance 
In Utilities Class 


It ie some weeks since this 
column has touched on the mat- 
ter ‘of automobile insurance 
rates. At that time certain com- 
parisons were made between the 
situation in Alberta and that en- 
joyed in Saskatchewan. Follow- 
ing that issue, there were many 
statements made in an attempt 
to justify the higher rates being 
charged in Alberta. 

But apart from that, we have 
seen the insurance companies, 
apparently with the blessing of 
the Alberta government, con- 
tinue to increase rates in a man- 
ner that suggests that they are 
making up for the lower Saskat- 
chewan rates with their increased 
Alberta rates. 

Ancther ‘interesting develop- 
ment is that in spite of state- 
ments that the Saskatchewan 
System was unsound (and I 
agree with those who dislike 
government monopoly) the fact 
remains that quite a number of 
insurance companies are now 
quoting competitive rates in Sas- 
katchewan. 

If the low cost Saskatchewan 
policies are financially unsound, 
why is it that private companies 
bother competing? One can draw 
only one conclusion from that.

But since it is apparent that 
the Alberta government has no 
intention of protecting the Al- 
berta people in this matter of 
insurance on motor vehicles, just 
as they refuse to provide more 
than an insignificant protection 
to citizens who may be injured, 
it might be possible that they 
would pay some attention to a 
suggested method from Ontario 

The Ontario public is also 
faced with heavy motor-vehicle 
insurance rates, and it is report- 
ed that these were also climbing 
to unreasonable heights. 

It also appears that the On- 
tario government was unwilling 
to assume too much responsi- 
bility, but they did set up a 
royal commission on automobile 
premium rates and other phases 
of traffic liability. That was 
done in 1920, and the report 
which was prepared by the Hon. 
Mr. Justice Hodgson has formed 
the basis for much of the legis- 
lation which has been used jn *

TODAY'S MESSAGE 
A SEARCHING QUESTION 


To Elijah lying sulking in a cave came the voice 
of God with the auaation “What doest thou here 
Elijah?” It was a question which came at an awkward 
time because Elijah wasn't doing anything just then, 
Nothing, that is, except to be feeling exceedinly sorry 
for himself. He was in the doldrums, lying dowz whin- 
ing because life had become hard. 

What had happened to this mighty man of Ged who 
but lately had fought and won a great battle for 
Jehovah? 

In the first flush of victory he had expected that 
the people would rally around him and support the 
cause of God, but the expected did not happen, instead 
he had arouse] the enmity of the queen who swore 
vengeance on him, and so he fled. 

Lying in the cave we see him depressed, cynical, 
with all faith gone. Even the will to live has disappeared 
and we hear him moan “O, Lord take away my life for 
I am no better than my fathers.” In his cynical mood he 
claims to be the only good man left on earth. 

The rest of the people are a worthless, faithless lot, 
selfish and godless. He would not commit suicide, but 
he did pray that God would end it all and let him die. 

How often do we of this day and generation act 
just like Elijah? We win a skirmish against evil and 
fancy that we will be troubled no more, and when we 
see that evil still flourishes we lose faith and become 
depressed and cynical. We ask: “What is the good of 
trying to fight this wrong and sin, no one else seems to 
worry about it except myself?” In our cynicism we are 
all too apt to flatter our egos and think that all man- 
kind is bad. 

Well, what are we to do when we are tempted to 
feel like this? 

First we must listen to the voice of God. God did 
not speak soft words to Elijah, Sternly he was called 
back to duty. “What doest thou here?” Well just what 
are you doing to recapture the lost vision of the power of 
God to restore again the faith you once had in God ‘and 
your fellowmen? 

Get busy and do something for someone in trouble, 
perhaps greater trouble than yours. Nothing will kill 
faith quicker than self-pity. Brooding on our ills will 
never cure them. Never allow yourself to become 
cynical. 

The cynic is a hindrance to progress and a bar to 
human happiness. The man who sneers at everything 
seldom does anything else. You do not find him engaged 
in any constructive work but he will criticize anything 
anyone else does. He is a destroyer of hope and ambition 
with his curled lip and affectation ef superior 
knowledge. 

The remedy for the depression of Elijah is to get 
back to the work God gave us to do. With full confi- 
dence in His power to supply our every need. 

“Let us then be up and doing 
With a heart for any fate. 
Still achieving, till pursuing, 
Learn “oy Fea, and to watt.” 
What are YOU doing here?

In homes lacking a cellar but 
having a concrete footing, a coat 
or two of refined creosote, tar or 
other waterproofing compound on 
the foundation walls will help to 
stop the seepage. Also if there Is 
a concrete sub-floor, it may be 
coated with the same waterprool- 
ing compound 

However, where no concrete 
floor exists, all organic matter such 
as sod, roots, etc. should first be 
removed and the ground levelled 
off. Ary holes and irregularties 
in the subgrade should be filled in 
and thorenghly tamped. A coarse 
granular fill should be placed ovei 
the entire area.
